“CITY OF DUNEDIN” ADRIFT.

Calcutta experienced «a heavy 
storm yesterday afternoon, lasting 
more than an hour, ‘ 

The “Statesman” reports that 
two men ‘were drowned, over. 120 
Government telephone lines broke 
down and considerable damage was 
done to motor ships and boata in 
the river, 

The ‘storm was preceded by three 
days’ severe hat. - 

The damage done to the Bengal 
Telephone: Company's plant is re- 
ported to be slight. Officially it is 
recorded that the. velocity of the 
gale was 42 miles per hour, while 
at its height, the rainfal! is stated) 
to have exceeded an inch and a half 
in about holf an hour, and the 
temperature fell about 26 degrees 
with remarkable section rapidity. 

The Kidderpore section suffered’ 
very badly. Four. steamers broke 
their moorings and two passenger 
boats’.and two cargo boats were, 
sunk near the Caleutta jetties. 
The “City of Dunedin” troke her 
cable chains and was tossed about 
by the gale, but was . ‘eventually 
secured. Minor damage to the In- 
dian boats was also caused. . 

As a result of the storm, traffic 
in Northern Calcutta was suspend- 
ed for over an hour, as the streets 


were flooded.

DESTROYER TO RESCUE.
